The
maribnus are made In the same fashion
or are lined with satin Instead, and
then have rounding ends rather than
the long separato ones, while the latest
fad Is to have small bits of tho ostrich
feathers scattered through the marlbou,
that 'is, when tho Hat stoles nre worn,
tho ones lined with satin. The cock
feather boas are the least expensive of
all, and. In fact, are really very reason-
able in price and are most attractive
and becoming. They are made to match
tho color of the gown or the trimmings,
bul are rarely if ever seen In black or
dark colors, probably because there is
always a danger of tho dye rubbing off.
The natural green cock feather Is the
only exception to the rule. Of course,
the same objection exists In regard to
the marlbou and ostrich feathers, but
